LIGHTED 


WITH GEORGIA EXHIBIT 


Governor Terrell, who arrived from St. 
Louis yesterday, says Georgia is the cy- 
nosure of all eyes at the big exposition 
and that the Georgia exhibits are nothing 
short of magnificent. 

‘I wags too busy to go over the 
grounds,” said the governor yesterday, 
“but. I saw all the Georgia exhibits and 
heard a great deal about the manner in 
which the exposition visitors were talk- 
ing of them. The exhibit of Georgia min- 
erals and marbles in the Mines Building 
is equaied by only one state in the union, 
that being Colorado. The Georgia ex- 
hibit cost only $7,000 to $8,000, while that 
from Colorado represents an expenditure 
of $75,000 or $80,000, just about ten 
times as much. 

At the eGorgia agricultural exhibit they 
have a fountain of cotton seed oil, very 
artistic and novel, that always attracts 
attention and log cabin, made of Georgia 
pine, in which two negro women dispense 
waffles and Georgia cane sirup to delight- 
ed thousands. 

“The Georgia Building is just about the 
most imposing and attractive state build- 
ing on the grounds and is certainly one 
of the. most popular. Several thousand 
visitors go there every day. On Saturday 
there were 143 Georgia people registered 
there and at noon Monday when I left 
about 75 bad registered. Hugh Washing- 
ton, the commissioner in charge, told me 
that before the day was out there would 
be 200 register. There are, he thinks, 
from 300 to 500 Georgians On the ground 
every day. 

“Mr. Washington is certainly a busy 
man and is making the Georgia building 
immensely popular while Glascock Bar- 
rett is now carrying to completion some 
plans for making the agricultural exhibit 
even more befiutiful, attractive and inter- 
esting than he has yet made it.’’

If it is not exceedingly careful, 
The Washington Post will get itself 
very much dibliked by that interest- 
ing array of northern newspapers 
which still persists in believing that 
only in the southern states is there 
tendency toward mob violence. To 
some of these papers published in 
Cnicago The Post directs attention to 
the following interesting item in the 
telegraphic dispatches from that city 
appearing in last Sunday’s newspa- 
pers: 

Allen Cotten, a colored strike-breaker, 
was found unconscious in the stock 
yards today with his eyes lacerated un- 
til the sight had been destroyed. The 
right eye was practically gouged out, 
and the man was bleeding profusely. It 
is believed he is also suffering from a 
fracture of thé skull. The police took 
him to a hospital. 


Here ¢omes the familiar problem of 
the provocation for assaults upon ne- 
groes, north and south. It can be dis- 
cussed dispassionately, and without 
an attempt at defense of the action 
of the mob in one case or the other. 

More than 90 per cent of the lynch-

Permission was 
given and a consultation was held in an 
adjoining jury room. 

Preliminary Trial Waived 

When the prisoners and lawyers re- 
turned to the court room, Commissioner 
Colquitt asked Mr. Camp what case he 
would take up first. 

“We will first try Clarence W. Rebb,”’ 
replied Mr, Camp. 

“If. the court please,’’ stated Mr. Hill, 
“7 think we can save time by making 
a statement just now. All the prisoners 
desire to waive a preliminary investiga- 
tion, and, that being the case, all the 
court will have to do will be to fix 
the bonds for the four men. Il respect- 
fully ask, your honor, that you take 
into consideration the fact that these 
men are all poor—two of them being 
farmers. They are all .Georgians. rf 
beg, therefore, that the court will be 
as moderate as posssible in fixing the 
amount of the bonds. I understand that 
the offenses charged against the pris- 
oners is grave, but I think moderate 


‘ponds wil) bring them into court, and 


that, after all, ig the only thing a bond 
is meant to do. These mén are not 
only without means, but they are hard- 
working people.

$3,000 each.” 

“Well,” exclaimed Attorney Hill, “this 
is one of the most ridiculous and arbi- 
trary conditions of affairs I have ever 
geen for the prosecuting officer to name 
the amount of the bonds.” .

Yesterday Was Hottest Day 
in Unusually Cool 
August. 


The weather today is likely to be fair 
with continued high temperature. 

According to the report of Section Di- 
rector Marbury the weather during the 
past week has been more favorable to the 
best interests of cotton and while there 
has been considerable rain, these have 
been mostly showers in écattered sections. 
A summary of his report for the week 
ending Monday is as follows: 

‘‘Weather conditions were favorable 
for crops during most of the week, the 
temeprature being about seasonable and 


ton is improving, though shedding and 
rusting continue in some counties; black 
root ig decreasing; bolls are opening rap 
idly in the middle and southern counties 
where picking is in progress. A fine corn 
crop is assured. Fodder pulling is in prog- 
ress over the northern half of the state 
and is about completed in southern sec- 
tions. Rice is above normal &@nd other 
crops are doing well as a rule. Turnip 
sowing continues.” 

Leaving no room for argument, yes- 
terday was certainly hot. Not only was 
it the Warmest day this month, but there 
were only two other days during the. en- 
tire summer that showed higher tempera- 
ture. The humidity, too, was high and 
this only served to make bad matters 
worse. But there was one saving grace 
and this wag the breeze that showed up 
about 2 o'clock in the afternoon, There 
were showers as well in certain parts of 
the city that helped to cool things off 
a bit, but unfortunately the forecast for 
tomorrow gives little hope of better 
things. 

Here are the figures for the tempera- 
tures yesterday: The maximum 92 de- 
grees, minimum 74 degrees, and average 
83 degrees, which is 5 degrees above the 
normal. But here is a chance for com- 
fort. So far August has been cooler 
this year by an average of | degree each 
day over a year ago and for the entire 
month so far 29 degrees cooler than nor- 
mal. Besides this the weather has been 
much warmer in lots of the big cities, so 
altogether, Atlanta has no reason to com- 
plain except that ghe is so used to bet- 
ter things that she has become badly 
spoileqd and grumbles fearfully whenever 
she has to bear the kind of temperatures 
that come to other cities if even for only 
a day or two at a time. 

There has been a good deal of rain 
this month which fact is proved in that 
the figures show an excess of 3.10 inches 
over the normal, but the year has been 
a dry one and the entire precipitation 
for 1904 still shows a deficiency of 10.80 
inches. 

According to yesterday’s weather map, 
the area of high pressure is central near 
Chicago, while its crest extends from 
the eastern lake region southwest into 
northern Texas. Clear weather prevalis 
except at a few scattered stations. With 
the exception of light scattered showers 
on the coast and in Tennessee, little or no 
rain has fallen in the cotton belt during 
the past 24 hours. Rain has fallen in the 
upper Ohio valley and the northeast. The 
temperature has fallen in Tennessee, the 
Ohio valley and the eastern region and 
has risen rapidly in the northwest.
